| dof ſuch wayes and;meanes, as'you, or any/foure: of

| Horſe and Foot; either of the Inhabicanrs of the ſaid 
Cities, County, and Burrough , or'of any the adja- 
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cent Counties or other place , who will voluntarily 
aflociate themſelves to that purpoſe , and thoſe For- 
ces roarme , muſter, conduct, order, leade; and go- 
vern in the places afore-{aid, or in any other County 
adjacent, of elſewhere, in {ſuch manner as yee by 
your ſelves, or by ſuch other able and fit perſons as 
you or any foure of you ſhall to that purpoſe ap- 
point, according to thele preſents. And the better 
to effec this Our ſervice, We doe further give and 
- Srantunto you, or any foure of you , Power and 
Authority under your hands and Seales, ro make 
choyce of, and appoint ſuch a fir perſon as you ſhall 
thinke meet, to be Captaine Generall of all thoſe 
Forces thus to be raiſed, and ſuch other perſons as 
you or any foure of you ſhall in like manner make 
choice of, and appoint ro be Colonels, Lieutenant 
Colonels, and Sergeant Majors.over thoſe Forces in 
{uch manner, and in ſuch places as yee ſhall ſo ap- 
point; who by verrue thereof, and by vertue of 
theſc preſents, ſhall have Povver and Authority to 
doe, execute, and performe all thoſe things , which 
to.thele ſeverall Offices and Imployments according 
to the Lavy Marſhall doc belong. .

And Wee 
do further by theſe preſents give and grant unto you 
full Power and Authority by all ſuch good wayes 
and meanes as you or any foure of you ſhall under 
your hands agree upon, to raiſe money for the clov 
thing , furniſhing, and paying of all ſuch 
SoiliBes, as on be thus raifed,and for the provis 
ding of all Ammunition and other neceffanies for 
the Warre, all which money upon a juſt account 
We do for Vs, Our Heires and Succeſſors , promiſe, 
grant, and agree well and truly to repay, o ſoone 
as weſhall beenabledthereunto : and inthe meane 
time to ſecure the ſametothoſewho for our ſervice, 
and by your mediation and induſtry ſhall lend or 
disburſe the ſame. And We do further by theſe pre- 
fents grant, that ſuch Generall, Colonels, Lieutenant | 
Colonels , and other Officers ſo by you nominated 
as afore-ſaid, ſhall have full Power and Authority b 
virtue of theſe preſents, to leade and order the Sd 
diers ſeverally under their charge , and with them 
to fight againſt Our Enemies and Rebels, , and them 
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to flay and deſtroy; or chem to ſave according « to. 
the A Mariall | or courle of Warre : for the dos. 
ing of all which chis ſhall be to you andthem and 
every of them a ſufhicient Warranc. Willing and 
requiring, &Cc.
